New Plans 
For Geneva 
Discussed 
By British

LONDON, Nov, 9 (N¥T:.—The 
British government, seeking τὸ 
break the deadlock ag the Genevs 
conference on the future of Rho- 
desia, discussed today a new for- 
mula for an independence date 
in the territory and a possible 
British role in the transition to 
biack-majority rule. 

Ivor Richard, British chair- 
man of the conference at Geneva. 
insisted late today that he was 
returning to the talks there with- 
out “any great new fresh initia- 
tive.” But diplomatic sources 
made it clear that he had spent 
the day in London in an urgent 
bid to discuss various British op- 
tions aimed at breaking the un- 
passe in, the two-week-old con- 
ference between white Rhodesian 
officials and four natloniilst 
leaders. 

Mr, Richard, who acrived here 
yesterday, met with Prime M:n- 
ister James Callaghar. and ἘΌτ- 
elen. Secretary Anthony Crosland 
today. He sald afterward that he 
still hoped the talks would sexci1 
a settlement but he expected 
them to go ὑπ in Geneva unt 
Christmas. 


“There are very hard issues to 
get over,” Mr. Richard conceded 
in a news conference at Heathrow 

i before flying back τὸ 
Geneva late today. “The date on 
Independence is only the first,” 
he said. 

Starting Point 

Mr, Richard has seized on the 
issue of a date of independence 
as a relatively noncontroversial 
queation suitable for starting the 
conference, which was organized 
to set up an interim biracia! gov- 
ernment. leading to independence 
and black-majority rule. Rhode- 
sia's Prime Minister Ian Smith, 
the leader of the white minority, 
agreed in September to majority 
Tule within two years. .. : 

But African nationalists at 
Geneva, fearing that Mr. Smith 
seeks to sabotage majority rule, 
have demanded independence 
within 12 monthr, So far, there 
have been virtually no signs of 
cenference progress on the date. 

Today, Mr, Richard discussed in 
Londen what one official termed 
a “flexible formula” for a date— 
@ plan that would take into ac- 
count the steps necessary for 
Rhodesian independence but would 
Not be precommiited to a specific 
day, Such a formula would defuse 
the tissue of 2 date of indepen- 
dence and lead to discussion of 
the more substantive problems of 
treating an interim biracial gov- 
ernment acceptable to blacks and 
whites In Rhodesia, a nation of 
270.000 whites and 6 million 
blacks. 

Mr. Richard said today: “There 
has to be a draft constitucion, 
constituencies set up and elec- 
‘oral rolls prepared. The only 
difference between the partles is 
the assessment of how long this 
will take... whether this can 
be done concwrently or consecu- 
tively." Be said he did not expect 
a “smooth passage.” 

British Participation 

Discussions here today also 
centered on a potential British 
Tole in the transition ta majority 
Tule—a role that the nationalist 
delegations seek in order to allay 
suspicions that Mr, Smith will un- 
dereut the principle cf majority 
rule. The United States privately 
Supports the African view. 

The British, fearing political 
and even military involvement in 
southern Africa, are extremely 
reluctant to make a commitment 
to participate directly in the 
transition in Rhodesia. 

‘What the Africans seek is some 
type of colonial figure—such as 
resident commissioner or gov- 
ernor general~to oversee the 
transition and guarantee black- 
majority rule. Diplomatic sources 
sald that such # move, which 
needs Cabinet approval, was dis- 
cussed today by Mr. Richard. 

Also discussed today, according 
to the sources, was the possible 
overhaul of the interim govern- 
ment structure outlined by Mr. 
Smith following his talks with 
Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer.

OPEC Seeks Decisive Role in Agriculture Fund

VIENNA, Nov. 9 (NYT).—The 
ollproducing couniries are seeking 
ἃ decisive yoice in a new $1-billion 
undertaking to spur farming in 
Third World countries that do 
not grow enough food, officials 
here say. 

‘The instrument for. this devel- 
opment strategy is the OPEC 
Special Pumd, an $800-million 
facility that the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries set up earlier this year. 

Lately OPEC has been under 
mounting pressure from Third 
‘Worki countries without oil to 
step up its aid to them. Creation 
of the OPEC fund was a response 
to such pressure, but the way it 
is operating indicates the inten- 
tion of the ail producers to use 
it for increasing the group's 
leverage in international affairs. 

In the aid project for Third 
World farming, the OPEC fund 
Js in with the Unit- 
ed States and other industrialized 
nations, 

Food Deficits 

The director general of the 
OPEC fund, Ibrahim Shibeta, 
saki in an interview here that 
oll money would help establish 
a new international fund for 
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agricultural development that 
would quickly channel assistance 
to fond-deflcit countries. 

OPEC hes offered to contribute 
$400 millon to the new agricul- 
tural fund on condition that 
industrialized nations give $600 
million. This target amount for 
matching money from Western 
powers and Japan has almost 
been reached. 

The United States has pledged 
to contribute 5900 million. 


Nepal Narcotics Unit 
To Enforce Drug Ban 


EKATMANDU, Nepal, Nov. 9 
'UPI).—Nepal will soon set up a 
narcotics control office to over- 
see an official ban on the sale and 
use of drugs in the country, a 
gfoveroament spokesman said. 

Nepal in the last two years has 
sought to rid itself of its image 
as a haven for addicts. A ban on 
sale and use of hashish and mari- 
juana was imposed in 1974 but it 
has remained unimplemented be- 
cause of a shortage of manpower. 
The law provides for a maximum 
penalty of 14 years in jail for 
offenders. It applies to both 
Nepalese and foreigners. 


The project for the agricul-

The first major question of economic 
policy that awalts Jimmy Carter's decision 
when he assumes the presidency in January 
will be whether to ask Congress for an 
immediate tax cut to stimuiate the recovery 
and reduce unemployment. 

At bis post-election news conference last 
week, Mr. Carter chose his words carefully 
In saying that he saw “8 very strong pos- 
sibility” that he would recommend a tax cut 
if the economy continued to drag as it has 
during recent months. The latest data on 
unemployment, with the jobless rate going 
up to 7.9 per cent in October, again demon-~ 
strates that an economy that 15 growing too 
slowly may actually be in a “growth 
recession.” 

In fact, the economy has been in such a 
growth recession since last May. when the 
jobless rate got down as low as 7.3 per cent; 
at 7.9 per cent, it has now gone back above 
its level of last January. In terms of unem- 
ployment, this has literally been a year of 
stagnation. 

Some economists argue that 8 per cent 
unemployment is now “normal,” or only 
slightly above an acceptable rate, given 
changes in the characteristics of the labor 
force, with more young, female and black 
workers looking for jobs. But chronic 
unemployment at current levels is unaccep- 
table to the jobless themselves, intolerable 
on social grounds, and unnecessary or even 
counterproductive as a means of checking 
inflation. 

High unemployment breeds crime and 
Psychological illness, As the automobile 
contract settlements show, it intensifies 
demands by labor for shorter work-weeks— 
at no less pay—in order to spread the work:

and such a “remedy” may worsen inflation 
rather than alleviate it. The recent rise in 
the wholesa‘e price index—with the indus- 
trial-price component going up at a double- 
digit annual rate—creates further doubts 
that slow growth is the answer to either 
persistent cost-push inflation or unemploy~ 
ment. 

If the economy fails to break out of its 
stagnant pattern by the time Mr, Carter 
takes office, it would be logical for him ta 
ell for ἃ quick and simple tax cut, ‘which 
could serve as a tonic in both its fiscal and 
its psychologteal effect. 

Since the economy js still moving forward, 
though too shiggishly, the tax cut need not, 
and should not, de too great, with $10 billion 
probably its outer limit. The reduction 
should fe progressive in its impact, with 
the greater relative benefits going to lower- 
income fam£les, and rising with the number 
of dependents. The cut ought to be simple 
to legislate promptly and should not involve 
the permanent loss of tax revenues that may 
be needed to pay for Mr. Carter’s social 
programs, once these have heen carefully 
planned and enacted. 

The effect of such a cut would be to 
increase the deficit for the current fiscal 
year, while the economy is still underem- 
ployed. But, if this helped to launch the 
economy into 8, more rapid rate of growth lt 
would reduce the deficit in the next fiscal 
year. Most important, {t would break the 
pattern of stagnation and be a first install- 
ment toward discharging Mr. Carter’s cam- 
paign pledge to attack unemployment—a 
Pledge that did much to elect him President. 
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Runaway Terrorism 


The CIA apparentzy ended Its sponsorship 
of anti-Castro terrorists in the 1960s. But 
the apparatus created for that purpose sub- 
sequentiy took on a life of its own and now 
constitutes a formidable problem of public 
safety and diplomacy for the United States 
as well as Cuba. 

Trained in terror by the CIA and assured 
that their method as well as their cause 
was honorable, the anti-Castro exiles re- 
cruited In the early 1960s were under- 
standab.y reluctant to go along when the 
United States began moving toward coexis- 
tence with Havana. For many, the 1973 
anti-hijacking pact, under which the United 
States assumed a formal obligation to limit 
exile attacks, was the last straw.- At least 
100 bonrbings ‘have since taken place around 
Miami, many targeted against U.S. officials 
investigating exile terrorism. Long a hold- 
out, the exile group representing Bay of 
Pigs participants came over to terror last 
year; it asked only that the violence be 
conducted outside the United States. The 
repeated attacks on Cuban offictals and 
property outside of Cuba are the result. 
These culminated in the death of 73 people 
when a Cubana Airlines plane was blown out 
of the sky in October. Mr. Castro responded 
by renouncing the hijack treaty—a step serv- 
ing the exiles’ purpose of undermining U.S.- 
Cuban relations. The exiles are also suspect- 
ed of kiting, at Chilean bidding, the former 
Chilean ambassador in Washington, Orlando 
Letelier. 

It is no surprise that Fidel Castro, for one,

‘Fraternity 


It has been a very long time since the 
situation {n Lebanon has been marked by 
an atmosphere of “fraternity and love.” 
Yet it was that phrase President Elias Sarkis 
chose to use in appeaiing to his tragically 
divided countrymen to accept what comes 
very close to a Syrian ocoupation of Lebanon. 

To the leftist Moslems and Palestinians 
who were being killed ty Syrians or trying 
to kill Syrians only a few weeks ago, it will 
be hard to accept the forces from Damascus 
as trustworthy neutrals. Even among the 
Lebanese Christians whose position was so 
improved by the Syrian alliance before the 
current cease-fire, there 15 now suspicion of 
the Syrians, stemming from the fear that 
these foreign and Moslem troops may yet 
make as abrupi 2 turn against the Christians 
as they previousiy had made toward them. 

How will the Syrian occupation of Lebanon 
affect the military and logistical situation? 
The Syrians may dream of annexing Leb- 
anon, but any such effort would probably 
unite all the contending Lebanese factions 
in opposition, while it would risk swift 
economic retribution from Saudi Arabia. 
whose economic power made the present 
precarious cease-fire possible.

The terrorists are evidently careful 
to conspire abroad so as to stay beyond the 
reach of U.S. taw. Bat the United States 
should cooperate fully with the intelligence 
and police services of the Latin and Carib- 
ean countries where the terrorist groups 
plan and work, The fear of being embar- 
ragsed by former agents is hardly justifica- 
tion for failing to pursue, by all legal means, 
persons bent on taking lives by terror—and 
bent on undercutting U.S. diplomacy, too. 

One can appreciate the feeling of betrayal 
which must grip exiles who find their 
former sponsors turning against them. But 
the United States must distinguish between 
the respect that it owes these men for their 
past service, and the obligation of any gov- 
ernment to e the master of its own policy. 
Americans must also ponder the disquieting 
conclusion that covert action is not a 
machine that can be switched on and off 
at the operator’s convenience. The United 
States may well have turned the switch; 
but ike an overheated engine, the terrorist 
operations spparentiy kept right on running, 
eventually developing a capacity to operate 
on their own. This is an angument for con- 
fining covert action to the most desperate 
and urgent situations and for conducting It 
in a way that takes into account the pos- 
sibility of later loss of control.
